Other [:lba scores were 
recorded by a Creel pass 
to Kad Don Wambles and 
a Creel pass to Skip Rain- 
cr, Elba’s PAT’s were 
scored by a pass from 
Smith to Donnie Holley and 
a punt by Freddie Moore, 

The first half was a de-~ 
fensive battle with the Elba 
Tigers looking, supurb on 
defense only to be unable 
to score on offense until 
after Dora’ scored with 48 
seconds left in the first 
half, On the kick off foll-- 
owing that TD, Elba’s Den 
nis Smith broke loose for 
90 yards and tied the game 
6-6. The time elapsed was 
15 seconds, 

Dora tried the passes for 
the remaining seconds and 


long, tall Don Wambles — 
crashed through twice to | 


throw the quarterback for 
a loss as the first half 
ended, Earlier Skip Rain- 
er had ended any Dora 
hopes of successfully run. 
ning “the double reverse, 

Wambles opened the 
game for Elba when he in~ 
terceptecd a Dora pass on 
their 35 and returned it 
to the 20 on the first off- 
ensive play caught a pass 
for the TD, 

A few minutes later Etha 
got the ball again and mai- 
ched in with a pass from 
Creel to Smith’ going 31 
yards and a TD, The third 
quarter ended with Elba 
leading 20--6, 

Early in the fourth quar~ 
ter Elba’s tackle Dennie 
Bruce grabbed a Dora fum- 
ble on Dora’s 10 yard line 
and then Creel hit Skip 
Rainer for another score, 

With less than five min- 
utes left in the game Smith 
skirted his own right end 
for 35 yards and Elba’s 
final score of the evening. 
Freddie Moore added the 
extra point. 

As Elba relaxed, Dora 
quarterback Butler dodged 
his way from an almost 
sure loss of yardage to a 
48 yard TD with one minute 
left in the game, 

This action fired up the 
Tigers and they came out 
throwing passes and after 
Wambles carrying one to 
the Dora 43, Creel hit Smith 
for another, only to have it 
called back on a penalty. 

The Tigers then relaxed 
with Senior guard and line- 
backer Leavy Boutwell 
running the last play of the 
game and of the season, He 
made a sizeable gain run- 
ning straight up the middle!

Play fair with little 
children; get ride of the 
‘freachables’’ that may 
cause accidents in your 
home, 

There are many things 


that shouldn’t be accessi- 
ble to children, 

Medicine, for exam- 
ple, are too handy when 
left on the kitchen window- 
sill, placed a top a bureau, 
carried in a pocketbook, 
left on a low table or stor- 
ed with foods in the refri- 
gerator or pantry. 

Cleaners, polishes, che- 
micals and flammable li- 
quids become reachable to 
toddlers when they are pla- 
ced on a washingmachine, 
on the bottom shelf of a 
cabinet, on the dining table 
or on the floor while mom 


goes to answer the tele- 
phone or door, 
Boiling water becomes 


reachable to little hands 
when children are permit- 
ted to play near the stove 
while meals are being pre- 
pared, Burns can _ hap- 
pen when pot handles stick 
out over the edge of the 
stove, 

Get rid of the “‘reach- 
ables’’ in your home, and 
you may discover that your 
children are less accident- 
prone than you thought, 


CRANBERRIES 

Cranberries are one of 
our favorite holiday foods, 
For example, that chilled 
cranberry juice can serve 
as an appetizer for the first 
course meal or as a re-

fall and early spring are 
the best seasons for moving 
shrubs from one location 
to another, 

When transplanting, save 
as many of the roots as 
possible and see that they 
don’t become dry at any 
time,

dormant, bare-rooted, If 
the roots are badly dama- 
ged, prune the top after 
transplanting. This re- 
duces the amount of foil- 
age that the roots have to 
support,

Chambers, lscambia and 
Calhoun countics, 

Ihese accidents bring 
the number of people killed 
in rural Alabama’ traffic 
accidents this year to 792 
compared with $42 killed 
during the same period last 
year for a decrease of 50 
falalitics, 

Dothan district troopers 
investigated 24 accidents 
with 12 injuries and 5 fae 
talities this weekend, The 
Dothan district has 49 fa- 
talitics so far this year 
as compared with 56 at this 
same time last year for a 
decrease of 7 fatalitics,
